This type of research, which 
does not pay off in quick, spec­ 
tacular results but is invalu­ 
able over the long haul, is very 
difficult to inspire, according to 
the Automotive Safety Founda­ 
tion 
The foundation, a 28-year-old, 
non-profit organization support­ 
ed by more than 600 companies 
and groups mainly connected 
with t&e automobile 
business, 
has spent many millions on re­ 
search and educational activi­ 
ties, “ but not nearly enough." 
‘‘We know there is no single 
answer," says Sterling V. Took- i 
er, president of an insurance1 
company which recently started 
about $250.000 worth of delving 
into man’s relation with the au­ 
tomobile. 
"Although 
studies 
thus far have shown 
human 
error to be the dominant fac­ 
tor in highway safety. 
"We know that mechanical 
defects, liquor, lax law enforce­ 
ment, 
highway 
construction, 
safety factors of the automobile 
itself, variation in traffic laws 
and signals all contribute in 
of accidents " 
Psychologist James Malfetti 
of Columbia University, says: 
"We have evidence that 
the 
basic personality characteristics 
of an individual influence 
his 
driving. If he is basically con 
servative. he is conservative 
when he drives. If he is basic­ 
ally reckless, he is reckless 
wnen he drives." 


Malfetti found — surprisingly— 
that bold, reckless, even down 
right careless, driving paid off.: 
"We found that New Y’ork 
cab drivers in general had very

good accident 
records,” 
he 
says. "WTien we went out with 
them to see what made them 
drive so well, we found 
they 
did about everything wrong, 
but the public—in relating 
to 
cab drivers—had developed 
a 
certain expectancy. They knew 
that if an opening was there, 
the cai' driver was going to 
take it first, and there was no 
question of who was going to 
win. 
"So the public had learned to 
treat the cab drivers in such a 
way that they made it easier 
for the cab drivers to drive 
more safely ” 
In simply language, the cab 
drivers bulldozed operators of 
other vehicles into giving them 
a wide berth — with 
conse­ 
quently lower accident rates for 
the cab drivers. 


EVERYONE AGREES 
that 
roads must be built with enough 
lanes that are wide enough and 
have wide shoulders, easy curv­ 
ature and sufficient sight dis­ 
tance. It has been found that 
the highest degree of transpor­ 
tation safety is provided by 
freeways with controlled ac­ 
cess, divided roadways, grade 
separations at intersections and 
other modern features. 
"These finest features of safe j 
design are embodied in the 41.- 
000-mile 
National System of 
Interstate and Defense 
High­ 
ways,” according to an official 
of the Automobile Safety Foun­ 
dation. "Application of 
these 
design standards in other prim­ 
ary highways is equally neces­ 
sary in many cases.” 
Even the common, household 
variety of skid, which is res­ 
ponsible for many highway ac­ 
cidents, could be on the way 
out. 
"Road surfaces with low skid 
resistance do exist,” says Jack 
H. 
Dillard, 
of the 
Virginia 
Council of Highway Investiga 


tion and Research 
Dillard says that studies are 
under way to find compositions 
that will be even more skid 
sistant than those already de­ 
veloped. 
Some day, perhaps, 
when 
roads and drivers are straight­ 
ened out to the best of man’s 
ability and cars are made as 
safe as possible, the problem of 
traffic accidents no longer will 
be a major one. 
Until then, the best we can 
look forward to is more death 
by the carload.

Lest this report be construed 
as CIA jitters by a public which 
is abandoning James Bond for 
the beaches, it should be re­ 
called that the news is from the 
Chinese sector of the Commun­ 
ist polycentric 
world. There, 
they believe in guerrilla tactics 
in asphalt as well as monsoon- 
sodden green jungles.

By JAMES MARLOW 
AsMkiated Pres» News Anal vat 
WASHINGTON <AP) - This 
is a sort of era of good feelings 
between Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats but the last thing Repub­ 
licans want is the kind of "era 
of good feelings” that developed 
under Presiocnt James Monroe. 
That was when this country’s 
first big p.» itical 
party, the 
Federalists, disappeared from 
sight. 
Nevertheless, still trying to 
get up off their backs after the 
catastrophe which hit them in 
the 1964 elec’ions, the Republi­ 
cans don't <-ound brash about 
the future. 
Maybe their small numbers in 
Congress 
make 
them 
seem 
muted. They nave been strange­ 
ly uncritical of President John­ 
son. or most of them have. One 
of his biggest helpers is the Re­ 
publican Senate ieader, Everett 
M. Dirksen. 
The Federa.ists, the party of 
Alexander Hamilton and John 
Adams

ancestors 
of 
present-day Republicans, began 
to slip after Thomas Jefferson 
and his followers won in 1800.

Jeffersonians 
called themselves Republicans. 
They began calling themselves 
Democrats in 1828 and have 
been doing that ever since, thua 
making the Democrats the old­ 
est political party in the coun­ 
try. 
The prssenf-day Republicans 
didn’t come into existence until

grew,

Then came the turn of the 
new Republicans. They won the 
1860 election and every election, 
with two exceptions, until 1912 
when Democrat Woodrow Wil­ 
son broke their streak and did it 
again in 1916. 
The ReouoHcans fought back 
briefly, winning three elections 
in a row. starting in 1920. But in 
every election since 1932. except 
two, the Republicans have lost 
the presidency and controlled 
Congress oniy four years. 
In the 1964 election they lost 
68 House seats, 2 in the Senate, 
and held only 17 governorships 
out of 50. This was the 1964 elec­

An­ 
glican and Orthodox Churches 
represented by the Wo/ld Coun­ 
cil of Churches, whose head­ 
quarters is in Geneva. 
A dispatch by the UPI from 
that city on July 5 said that 
the forthcoming discussion "is 
centered on inter-church coop­ 
eration and unified action and

INCIDENTALLY, this is not 
a 
new 
objective. 
Just 
35 
years ago in India, a profound 
address was delivered to the 
first All-Asia Education Confer­ 
ence by Bhagavan Das, a noted 
Hindu scholar, on the subject: 
"The Essential Unity of All 
Religions.” It later was pub­ 
lished throughout the world ac 
an uncopyrighted book. 
In this piece of intensive re 
search were traced the similari­ 
ties of the Judeo-Christian doc­ 
trines and those of the many 
religions of the world as fai 
back as ten thousand years. It 
covered the religions of ancient 
Persia, of Arabia and of Chi* 
na and compared selected pas­ 
sages from the teachings of 
Moses, Jesus, Mohammed. Bud­ 
dha, Confucius and the spiritual 
leaders of previous centuries. 
The concept of a supreme be­ 
ing was cited as dominant in 
virtually 
all 
sects. 
To 
cor­ 
roborate this point, the author 
quoted from the holy books of 
anc ent 
religions 
and 
then 
wrote: 
“ The essentials are common 
to all religions: That truth is 
universal and not the mono oly 
of any race or teacher; that 
nonessentials vary with time, 
place, and circumstance; that 
the same fundamental truths 
have been revealed by God in 
different scriptures, in differ­ 
ent languages, through differ­ 
ent persons born in different 
nations. . . . 


“THE GREAT teachers con­ 
firm — at most supplement, not 
supplant — one another.” 
Jesus is then quoted as hat 
ing proclaimed: “ I come not 
to destroy the law or the proph 
ets, but to fulfill them.” 
Out of the similar pronounce­ 
ments, 
the 
famous 
Hindu 
scholar drew this conclusion: 
“ So long as men and women 
are left, are encouraged, arc 
even positively taught, to be­ 
lieve that religions differ, even 
in essentials, so long will they, 
as the followers of such dif­ 
ferent religions, also necessar­ 
ily continue to differ, to quar­ 
rel, to fight, to shed each oth 
er's blood. If, on the contrary, 
they are led to see that all 
religions are one and the same 
—in essentials—they will also

Emanuel Ceiler, D-N.Y. 
“ If we are to have any federal 
legislation on the subject of vot­ 
ing rights," Tuck said, “ the Mc­ 
Cullom bill is far more prefera­ 
ble than the Ceiler bill, although 
I am opposed to both.” 
Then, speaking what he called 
“ the plain, unvarnished truth.” 
Tuck said “ a vote against the 
McCullom substitute will be, in 
effect, a vote for the Ceiler bill. 
Thus, I hope every member op­ 
posed to these so-called voting 
rights bills will vote for the Mc­ 
Cullom substitute.” 
i 
The major difference between 
the two bills is that the GOP bill 
would apply in any locality, but 
only after 25 persons have com­ 
plained they were denied the 
right to vote. The Ceiler bill 
would take effect automatically 
in seven Southern states where 
less than 50 per cent of the adult 
population voted or was regis­ 
tered in the last election. 
Both bills, with their different 
approaches, would provide fed­ 
eral examiners to register qual­ 
ified Negroes. 


The administration bill also 
would abolish literacy tests for 
voting in seven Southern states 
— Alabama, Georgia. Louisi­ 
ana, Mississippi, North Caroli­ 
na. South Carolina and Virginia.
